Gang War Problems 


All Andover was shocked last week when they dis- 


covered that the awful wave of teen-age hooliganism had 
become a hard reality in their midst. 

There is a temptation, somehow, to sort of ignore these 
things when they happen in other places; to say ‘‘that 
sort of thing can’t happen here’’. Now we know it can - 
and with some of our own teen-agers deeply involved. 

This business of teen-age warfare of which we have 
read so much has at last reached our own community-and 
we are faced with the same pressing, perplexing problem 
that many others have attempted to solve. What can we do 
about it? 

It is a grave social problem, to be sure, with as many 
answers as there are persons discussing it. Probably 
everyone thinks he or she knows the solution - but act- 
ually, at best, those solutions are not enough. Because 
no way has been found to reach the parents of these teen- 
agers before the youngsters get into trouble. And any so- 
lution we may find here will only be a partial answer, be- 
cause we, too, have no way to reach the parents, who ap- 
parently need to learn something about bringing up their 
children. So while the main answer may lie with parental 
laziness, lack of interest, or complete ignorance we must 
find some other partial solution that will at least protect 
the community from these teen-agers and protect the 
youngsters from themselves. 

The police did an admirable job last week - there was 
no fight and that was certainly in the best interests of all 
of us. And the department, particularly Sgt. William Hic- 
key and Chief David Nicoll, has followed through in what 
seems a sensible approach to the problem. Names have 
been sent to the Registry of Motor Vehicles, schools have 
been notified of the participants, discussions have been 
held with parents - in short, everything has been done 
that the department could to prevent a repeat performance 
and to adequately punish the boys who were taking part in 
the gang assembly. It is rumored that the schools may 
take other measures, with some athletes possibly losing 
their right to play football. 

We hope these measures will stand the test of time. For 
what other solution can be found? What more can anyone 
do to prevent such events from happening again, to keep 
boys already in trouble over this one from getting in deep- 
er another time? 

We have heard it said that many of the boys picked up 
on Greenwood rd, last week were just there to see what 
the fight was all about - curiosity being their motive rath- 
er than participation. And that may well be true in some 
cases - but how does one determine which boys were 
there for that reason when most of them claim it as an ex- 
cuse for being present? It seems that those with innocent 
intentions and a well-developed sense of curiosity are 
going to take the same medicine that all the others are 
forced to accept. And perhaps that’s just as well, for next 
time they’ll stay far away. 

All in all, we’d say the situation was handled well. We 
hope the youngsters learned something from it.

To the Editor of the Townsman: 

“The special town meeting 
will be asked to grant some of 
the municipal workers a wage in- 
crease and, it is hoped, equita- 
ble pay for overtime work. 

“‘Most of the people who live 
in Andover undoubtedly receive 
overtime pay when worked, or 
their pay is geared to some form 
of bonus. Moreover, when the mu- 
nicipal workers buy such things 
as electricity, telephone service, 
an automobile, food, a house or 
newspaper, the prices charged 
them include the costs of the 
overtime or bonus paid to those 
who produced them. Therefore it 
iS unjust to expect the people 
who keep Andover attractive to 
serve uS On any pay basis not the 
equal of what we demand for our- 
selves. Accordingly, the pay in- 
creases asked for should be 
granted together with overtime 
pay at one and one-half times the 
regular rate for all hours worked 
over 40 in one week. 

“The Rogers Brook hazard has 
been neglected for at least 15 
years. Each year the cost of re- 
moving that danger spot increas- 
es. Can we longer afford such 
imprudence ? 

“With respect to the new South 
school, every home owner knows 
what a difference the interest 
rates makes in the final cost of 
the structure. During the past two 
years the cost of borrowing 
money, due to the improper fiscal 
policies of the present Federal 
administration, has sharply in- 
creased, Its likely that the inter- 
est charges to the town on a mill- 
ion dollar mortgage shall be 
$200,000 more over the 20-tear 
period than what they would have 
been before the present adminis- 
tration went into power. Accord- 
ingly, its hoped that the town 
treasurer shall be successful in 
making some short term borrow- 
ings until national fiscal poli- 
cies are corrected, or Congress 
itself meets its duty of financing 
school building construction. 
Along this line too, its hoped 
that the local banks can help un- 
til interest rates are corrected. 

“Concerning the failure of the 
contractor at the West Center 
Schoo! to meet his responsibility 
to be prompt, it might be useful 
to explore the possibility of ask- 
ing the appropriate court to im- 
pose an injunction upon his other 
activities until this school, a vi- 
tal public necessity, is complet- 
ed. The prospect of having an in- 
junction appear in the con- 
tractor’s record might be some 
incentive to him if he intends to 
remain in business.’”’

The board of assessors has 
released the tax rate for this 
year, showing a decrease from 


1930 to $24.20 per thousand ya- 
luation. The drop was one of 
$1.70. The assessors also re- 
vealed that Phillips academy 
valuations have _ increased by 
$100,000, that Smith and Dove 
company remains the same and 
only a small fraction of the reduc- 
tion requested by the American 
Woolen company has been allow- 
ed.
